AKA  Yemane  Ghebreab  W 
Yohannes,  Yemane  Ghebreab  WYohannes  (previous  US  visa 
issuances),  Gebreab,  Yemane  (most  common).  DPOB:  21  JUL 
1951,  Asmara,  Eritrea.  Diplomatic  passport  number:  D001082; 
issued  29  APR  2009;  expiration  date:  28  APR  2014. 

14.  (U)  Note:  Eritrean  names  first  list  the  given  name,  then 

the  father's  name,  then  the  grandfather's  name.  In  Eritrea, 
a person  is  usually  known  by  their  given  name  or  their  given 
name  plus  their  father's  name;  the  grandfather's  name  is 
rarely  used.  However,  British  and  American  visas  usually 
list  the  grandfather's  name  as  the  surname  and  the  given  and 
father's  name  as  the  first  and  middle  name,  respectively.
